Druggists Relieved of Liquor 


Druggists in the four cities of Ed- 
monton, Calgary, Lethbridge and Med- 
icine Hat are to be relieved shortly 
of the responsibility of the sale of al- 
choholic stimulants, according to an 
announcement by Attorney-General 
Brownlee. The sale of liquor in these 
cities will henceforth be conduuctel 
solely by government vendors. This 
will necessitate the appointment of 
vendors in Lethbridge and Medicine 


Hat. In towns and outlying points 
druggists will continue to dispense 
liquor on prescriptions, but the quan- 
tities will be reduced to six ounces in 
bottles sealed and supplied by the 
government. 


Inspect New Line, 


Several of the members of the gov- 
ernment, accompanied by officials of 
the railway department and others 
made an inspection trip over the nev 
extension of the Lacombe and Blind 
man Valley Railway west of Lacombe 
the past week. Service over the ney 
extension, which runs to the terminus 
cf Hoadley, 12 miles beyond the forn.- 
er terminus, will be inaugurated Nov- 
ember 153. 


Auto License Plates 


Forty-two thousand new auto lic- 
ense plates for the province have been 
ordered for 1923. These will be made 
with white figures on a blue back- 
ground. Nearly 40,000 auto licenses 
were issued during the present year.

Hon. George Hoadley, minister of | 
agriculture who returned at the end! 
of the week from the convention of | 
Municipal Districts at Calgary, reit- | 
erated the statement made to the con-| 
vention that there would be no legis. | 
lation for seed grain relief during the | 
coming session. “I emphasized t | 
the convention when questioned as to | 
the policy of the government in this | 
matter, that the government was} 
merely the administrator for the state | 
ond that it was the state’s money the | 
people’s money, that had been spent | 
on seed grain relief, and that the gov- | 
ernment had decided against passing | 
the credits of the people further in| 
vis matter. 

The Dominion government has re- 
served a million bushels of seed oats 
and fifty thousand bushels of barley 
but those who want this seed must be 
ready to purchase it themselves.” 

Mr. Hoadley also told the conven 
tion that the domestic animals act | 
would be re-drafted and put in such 
shape that all the clauses applying; 
to municipalities would be put to-geth- 
er in one portion of the act. He alse 
explained that permission to hold 
round-ups in unorganized territorie 
must be secured from the minister of 
agriculture under conditions of the act 
but that in organized municipalities 
the councils had the right to conduc 
round-ups without any reference 
the minister. 


Hon. Alex. Ross, minister of public 
works, also a visitor to the conventio. 
spoke in reference to the re-organiza 
tion of the highways branch, saying 
that he believed now that the 
work in the province was being or 
ganized on such a basis that the ap- 
pointment of an independent highways 
commission would not be necessary 
He repeated his opposition to the es- 
tablishment of such a commission. 
The report of the executive commit 
tee of the convention on its dealings 
with Mr. Ross on the matter, was 
adopted by the convention as beiny 
satisfactory.

That British justice is no respector 
of persons was illustrated in the Marl 


borough Street Police Court, London 
a few days ago when Sir Almeric! 
Fitzroy, clerk of the Privy Counci 


since 1898 and a direct descendant of 
Charles I1., was fined five pounds and 
ten guineas costs for disorderly con 
duct. Because of the distinguishe] 
public career of Sir Almeric and his 
high position in society, the case at- 
tracted unusual attention, and the fact 
of his arrest was cabled to this con 
tinent and elsewhere. Sir Almeric 
was accused of accosting ladies with 


whom he was not acquainted in 

public park, and though he denied the 
charge, or in his own words, “repud 
iated” it, the witnesses against him 


istrate in preference to this scion of 


royalty. Sir Almeric, however, has 
plenty of fighting blood and has ap- 
pealed the case. One hazards the

At the last meeting of the Privy Coun- 


cil his place was taken by another 
and this is understood to mean that 
Sir Almeric will resign or has been 
removed. 

When the case was called in the 


police court the room was so crowd 
that newspaper reporters -had to 
siton the bench. The accused appear 
ed with his wife, but she was order- 
ed to leave the room, as she was a 
witness, whereupon Sir Almeric ask- 
ed, “Cannot she come in here with 
me?” Several times in the course of 
the proceediings he laughed derisive- 
ly and made audible comments upon 
the testimony. The latter was to the 
general effect that on a certain even- 
ing he had been observed in Hyde 
Park to attempt to enter into conver- 
sation with several women who did 
not know him. One of them reported 
the matter to a policeman and he went 
over to where the baronet was stand 
ing between two ladies. The officer 
accused him of flirtatious conduct, to 
which Sir Almeric replied, “I repud- 
inte it.” Then the policeman discoy 
ered that he was also a stranger to 
the two ladies with whom he had been 
chatting, and that he had forced his 
presence upon them.

SMOKING INVESTIGATED 


For the past*three yea < un inves- 
tigation concerning the effects of tob- 
acco on the human system has been, 
going forward in Johns Hopkins Uni 
versity and the results so far as 
ported in the Journal of Comparative 
Psychology are merely tentative. The 
investigators show no inclination to be 
dogmatic about tobacco, leaving that 
attitude to those who consider it from 
the point of view of morals. They 
report that the use of tobacco tends 
to a “lowering of the accurac y of fine 


re- 


ly co-ordinated reaction,” but “no in 
dication that thoroughly mechanized 
reactions, requiring no fine motor ad 
justments are affected.” They infe: 


that the use of tobacco does no harm 
“to the motor and thought 
processes to a man in an_ ordinary 
clerical or sub-ordinate position. With 
regard to men engaged in intellectua! 
work the situation may be different.” 
The tigators, it will be noticed, 
do not say that the situation is differ- 
ent with men engaged in work de- 
manding unusual intellectual exertion 
they merely admit the possibility but 
are apparently without data upon 
which to form a sound conclusion. W< 
must assume that these experiment 
will be carried further either by the 
psychologists at Johns Hopkins or by 
others for whom they have provided 
a foundation, and the experiences not 
ed of men whose intellectual work is 
admitted to be of the first class, and 
others whose “finely co-ordinated re 
action,” as for instance violinists and 
pianists, has made them eminent. 

It would be possible to present a} 
list of celebrated thinkers who have | 
not been seriously affected by smok 
ing, and the one that comes first to 
mind is Prof. Einstein, whose think- 
ing, according to some authorities, has 
been the clearest and hardest done for | 
generations.

Fighting the Socialist 


The Fascisti campaign began in Sep 
tember, 1920, and immediately after 
the syndicalists had seized the fac- 
tories, and when the peasants began 
to occupy the landed estates. The 
Fascisti, all of them veterans of the 
war, feared that Italy was heading 
for some such exeperiments as had 
ruined Russia, and they met the vio- 
lence of the anarchists and peasants 
with superior violence. They became 


a sort of large and rapidly-growing 
vigilance committee and meted out 
their own rough and ready justice 


to those whom they considered the en- 
emies of Italy. The elections of July 
1921, put the Italian people on record 
as opposing violence, and the leaders | 
of the Fascisti and of the Social- 


ists signed a peace pact, although vio- 
lence did not wholly disappear. It 
was then that the Fascisti turned to 


politics and the National Fascisti Par- 
was organized, which toward the 
end of last year, was joined by some 


city and farm workers who had _ be- 
come disillusioned concerning Russia 
and their own unprofitable seizure 


of factories and idle land and also by 
the vacillation of their own leaders. 


The Program 


Last November when the Fascisti 
convened in Rome, it was found that 
fully half the members were farm, 
factory and marine workers, They 
drew up the following program:
